29. Upon due reconsideration it was noted that the ciaims were objected to for the wrong reasoning. Informed Ms. 

Chan that the claims need to be clarified with respect to a spelled out meaning for the acronym recited in line 1, the 
phrase "in vivo" should be italicized and the claim language with respect to the wildtype needs to be ciarified. Also 
discussed the percent language in light of the revised written description guidelines. Ms Chan will file an appropriate 
amendment to further clarify the claim language.
